Problem of Tinting _

If we killed. our ‘ prey 
and ate it raw and lived out in the 
fields, they say we should never 
have any trouble with our teeth. 

Chiropodists blame civilisation 
for the.-trouble we have with our 
feet, and skin specialists, when deal- 


ing -with premature alopecia: (bald- 


ness), ‘nre apt to remark that this 
is the result of civilised life. 
Surely these wise men would be 
showing their wisdom if, instead 
of blaming civilisation so freely, 
they would teach us that our in- 
firmities are the result of misusing 
the benefits of a civilised life. 
CAUSES OF BALDNESS 
Consider the question of hair. We 
have hairdressers all over the coun- 
try. who are experts at permanent 
waving, setting and dressing the 
hair. They give shampoos, massage, 
friction, brushings and generally 
take care of the good looks of the 
hair. Then there are the askin 


specialists, , who diagnose and treat .

‘ent arrives in their consulting room 
it is too late for prevention. If 
only hairdressers would teach their 
clients how to keep their hair and 
scalp healthy, a lot of trouble and 
expense and heart-burning would. be 
- saved.--- The -art- of the hairdresser 
is wasted if the hair waved. and set 
is in a bad condition. 
The hair and scalp cannot be 
healthy if there is anything which

interferes with the circulation of 
blood.in the scalp, the nutrition of 
the hair, and the proper action of 
the tiny glands. 

Nothing is worse for the hair and 
scalp than pressure and tight: or 
heavy hats, as this interferes with 
the ciicul:tion. The dust and dirt 
of city atmosphere blocks up the 
pores and causes endless trouble 
unless the hair is shampooed very 
frequently with a non-irritating 
shampoo. The advantage of. brush- 
ing -is that it ‘both cleang the hair 
and scalp’ and stimulates ‘the  cir- 
culation of the blood in the scalp. 
The insides of your hats should be 
brushed every day. This precau- 
tion would go a long way towards 
preventing. dandruff and baldness. 


most efficient hair tonic if the blood 
is being poisoned from a septic 
focus in the teeth or throat.‘ If 
there is sepsis in either the mouth 
or the throat, the food eaten will be 
poisoned slightly - sand various parts 
of the body affected through the 
blood stream. So if your hair shows 
signs of losing its health, becom- 
ing abnormally thin, or a bald patch 
appears, visit your dentist. If there 
is nothing wrong here, ask your 
doctor to examine your throat,, and 
it this is healthy. make sure that 
your eyes are not causing the 
trouble. 

Rheumatism, nerve diseases, in- 
fluenza and disturbances of the 
ductless gland all cause baldness. 
Perhaps the most common cause of 
all is dandruff. 

In dealing: with the problem of 
hair tints hairdressers do no make 
it sufficiently clear to their clients 
the difference between one method 
of tinting and another. If-a wo-

“Passing Distemper” 


Lord Allen: of Hurtwood, speak- 
ing at the annual dinner of the 
Aldersgate Ward Club in London, 
declared that dictatorship was fifty 
years behind the times. It resorted 
to compulsion in an attempt to catch 
up with the achievements of free 
men carried through half a century 
ago. 


Dictatorship would prove to’ be 
a passing distemper. 
peared in countries that were 
struggling back to self-respect from 
humiliation in war, or out-of a com- 
plete breakdown in the social 
fabric. Democracy was indestructi- 
ble, and would prove permanently 
well founded in the intelligence and 
- spiritual- outlook..of contemporary- 
civilisation.

We ought, therefore, 
frankly to admit the mistakes we 
had made, and take active steps to 
restore broken friendships and to 
heal the enmities left over from the 
war. If we would do this, we coul 
lower the tension in Europe and re- 
lease the longing for peace and 
humane conduct which the vast 
majority of ordinary men and wo- 
men felt in every.country. °

FOREIGNERS NOT BOTHERED 

In general, foreigners are let alone 
by the military, although once in a 
while one or another arrival gets a 
call and is asked to explain the nature 
of his business. In all cases, the 
queries have been satisfied.: 

There are at present approximately 
30,000 destitute refugees being cared 
for. Malnutrition undoubtedly exists, 
but there are no manifestations of 
epidemics. Foreigners have been ask- 
ed several times to abandon relief 
work by the Japanese, but. they are 
still carrying on, though they have 
changed their methods several times 
since January. 

It is reported that the aim behind 
this request is that the Japanese are 
attempting to win the goodwill of the 
Chinese: through relief methods. So 
far they, have not succeeded, and re- 
main complete strangers to the Chi- 
nese. The chief fault in_their me- 
thods is their impatience. If trustrat- 
ed slightly, they do not attempt to 
take the setback and win over the 
populace,,but smash up immediately 
all resistance by force. Those resis- 
ting have been in some cases shot, in 
peice maltreated or severely threa-

SOME JAPANESE RECALLED 
There have been: several men, 
foreigners report, who arrived in 

Nanking sincerely wishing to un- 

derstand the situation. They spurn- 
ed conducted tours and investigat- 

ed for themselves. ..They learned 
to sympathize with the Chinese— 
and were greatly disappointed by 
the state of affairs prevailing. 
such men were recalled. 

Reports of rape are recurrent, but 
are not srequent enough to warrant 
panic. The Japanese do their ut- 
most to discredit such stories, and Chi. 
nese who make the reports must be 
careful and 100 per cent certain that 
they can give concrete proof. They 
are intimidated, and those who are 
successfully frightened and attempt to 
back out are branded as_ instigators 
and accused of attempting to under- 
mine the. reputation of the military. 
One man who withdrew his ‘charge was 
shot. Two others, however, both 
women, displayed amazing courage 
when facing the Japanese. Both 
stood their ground, repeating their 
accusations, and escaped all harm. It

TRAINS FULL BOTH WAYS 


Though 300 are estimated to be pour- | 


ing into Nanking daily, as many are 
leaving the city, with the result that, 
the population remains more or less 
stable. Trains from’ Nankin 
Shanghai and vice-versa are full or 
refugees, who seem not to know whe- 
ther they are coming or Yoing. 

Between Shanghai and Nanking, 
foreigners report an amazing quam 
tity of grain which has been cut. The 
quality of the crop, mostly wheat and 
some barley, is not high, but a érop it 
is.

‘Fair Wages’’ Discussion 


(By AIR MAIL) 


A deputation 
received yesterday 


London, May -28. 


from the British Boxing Board of Control was 
by the Glasgow Magistrates Committee, follow- 


ing upon allegations regarding boxing promotions made at a recent 


meeting of the Magistrates. 


Questions 


regarding a fair wage 


clause and Trade Union conditions of labour were put to the Board. 


The deputation consisted of Sir 


Jain Colquhoun, Bt. of Luss, 


vice-president of the Scottish Council; Mr. William Walker, chair- 


man of the Scottish Council; 


Mr. W. G. Millar, secretary, and two 


members, Johnny M‘Millan and Jake Kilrain. 


Sir Iain asked the Magistrates 
if they had some standing prin- 
ciple against the promotion of 
boxing matches. Replying, Mrs. 
Jean Mann, the Senior Magis- 
trate, said’ that speaking gen- 
erally they were willing to grant 
licences provided that they were 
assured that certain conditions 
were being carried out. 

As an example, she pointed to the 
fact that the regulations issued by the 
British Boxing Board of Control made 
the condition regarding money placed 
on bond with a bank prior to a match 
permissible only, and she asked Sir 
lain if the Board would be agreeable 
to make this compulsory. | 

Sir Iain expressed the opinion that 
the Board would be quite willing 
agree to that proposal. 


“FAIR WAGES CLAUSE” 


Bailie Elgar then asked if the Board 
of Control looked unfavourably upon 
the Boxers’ Association, pointing out 
that as members of the Corporation: it 


‘would be their duty to see that the 


Standing Orders’ of the Corporation 
were observed in respect of contracts. 
These conditions included a fair wages 
clause and Trade Union conditions of 
labour. . ‘ 
In his opinion, replied Sir Iain, the

' Boxers’ Union Threat 
To The Board 


RITISH boxing is threatened with 
one of the most serious upheavals 
in its stormy history as the result of 
the activities of the Boxers’ Union, now 
known as the National Boxing Asso- 
ciation. ‘Phe latest of these activities: 
has led to the hold-up of the world’s 
fly-weight championship fight in Glas- 
gow between ‘Benny Lynch and _ the 
American challenger, Jacky Jurich. 

Representations made to the Glas- 

gow magistrates had the effect of the 
holding back of a licence for the tour- 
nament until the promoter ‘recognised 
the N.B.A. and complied with that 
body’s demands. 
' The Board has already taken action 
in this matter, for one of its stewards, 
Sir Iain Colquhoun, asked the magis- 
trates to receive a deputation from the 
Board of Control. (See main story on 
this page). 

The hold-up is an outcrop of the 
general activity of the union body and, 
whatever happens over the Lynch fight, 
the Board have still to tackle the main 
problem. The N.B.A. now claim to have 
over 1,400 members, the majority being 
active boxes, including most of the 
present British champions, and their 
threat to the authority of the Board 
is becoming: serious. : 

The threat, in brief, is to oust the 
Board and to run boxing on trade un- 
ion principles, the N.B.A. being affiliat- 
ed to the’ Trades Union Congress. 

The first point of friction concern- - 
ed a strike clause—one usual ‘among 
trade _unions—in the. Union’s rules. 
The Union (as they were thén describ- 
ed) sought co-operation with ‘the Board 
over grievances of minor boxers, and 
while the Board were very. willing to 
deal with representatives of any body 
of men in boxing, they could not, of 
course, have. any form'of agreement 
with the Union until the strike clause, 
in particular, was removed. . 

“In fact,” it was pointed out, “we 
might have found ourselves forced by 
agreement to side: with the Union 
against another of our own members.’ 

The Board has seven branches. Some 
of these. branch councils consist en- 


tirely_of_men-not-financially interested... 0.0... 


The: others have representatives of all 
concerned in boxing, including boxers. 
Every boxer has the right. to appeal to 
the Stewards of Appeal who include 
Mr. Roland Oliver, K.C., Sir Walter 
Monckton, K.C., Sir William . Bass 
(senior steward of the Jockey Club), 
Lord Londonderry, and others of sim- 
ilar repute and high standing ‘in law 
and sport... ° : 

It was admitted that the Board had 
formulated no settled plan, as yet, to

“We have taken no step what- 
ever to stop the association, and 
if this body sticks to legitimate func- 
tions, we have no intention of attack- 
ing them.
